Imperative: 
HILE the prospecta of a 
quick ngreement being 

reached cn the composition 

of the Korean Political 
Conference ‘appear td be 
sliht, there la no reasop at 
this early stage to” be 
peasimfatic about the final 
outcome, There are dis- 
agreements in more than one 
direction yet none of a 
nature so fundamental as to 
rule out’ compromire and 
conciliation. If Mr 
Vyshinaky'’s, proposals ox a 
whole do not appeal to the 
Allies, it is also true that 
differences of opinion exist 
among the 16 nations who 
went .to the aid of South 
Korea. Britain, together 
with other members of the 
‘Commonwealth, France and 
other © countries © strongly 
favour the inclusion of 
India in the conference: the 
United States disngrees. She 
does so, probably not se 
much uf her own volition, 
but because of Dr Rhee's 
emphatic opposition to 
India being represented, and 
the consequent danger of 
South Koren refusing to 
participate in the  con- 
ference. Dr Rhee cannot.in 
any way justify his attitude 
and in the Jong run he will 
have to withdraw his objec- 
tions, In the meantime it 
is a factor which tends to 
vreake unnecessary dissen- 
sion within the-UN Political 
Committee. 
ANOTHER point’ at issue is 
«the interpretation being 
given to Paragraph 60 of 
the Korean Armistice 
Agreement. The 
Statea is strongly, of the 
opinion that {t, provides for 
no neutrals to tako part in} 
tho Korenn Conference, 
meaning in this case that 
whoever participates must 
align themselves with one 
side or the other, This Ja 
considered — by other 
members of the United 
Nations to be too narrow an 
interpretation, particularly 
as it is envisuged that when 
tho conference has. reached 
agreement on ¢he Korean 
problem, it will probably 
turn~its-attention-to-other- 
Far East political issucs, 
_ These controversies, how- 
ever, nore relatively un- 
important. They ~° are 
differences of viewpoints 
which should not be difficult 
to compose. Likewise, 
though Russia’s proposed 
lienation conference may 
not be acceptable to the 
Allies, Mr Vyshinsky has 
-ulready atrongly hinted that 
it is a proposition which is 
capable of revision, and docs 
not represent the Soviets’ 
last word on, tho subject, 
HE task of the UN Political 
Committee is to - reach 
agreement on the com- 
position of the Korean 
Political Conference, and if 
this is to be accomplished 
there can be no intract- 
ability-on the part of any 
of the delegates. Dr Rhec’s 
_sensitivencss. about India 
must not be allowed to stand 
in the way of agreement, 
and where neccssory. the 
United States, Britain and 
Russian must make con- 
cessions, The Korean armis- 
tice cannot be consolidated 
without the Korean Political 

Conforence, and that con-

Today's coup was the sccond 
within four days. The Shah's

General Zahedl 
disappeared, Mossadegh 
flung o nation-wide dragnet for 
him, while events marked tlme. 

ie next development came 
with: dramatic suddenness this 
morning. Crowds armed with 
sticks and stones gathered in the 
“southern -part-of-the -capital-at 
about 9 om. and were soon 
jolned by soldiers and police, 

By noon the mob had closed 
in om the centre of the city, 
while bitter street. fighting 
raged, buildings burned = and 
tanks and lorries went into 
action. : 


Zahedi’s men rapldly got the 
upper hand. By mid-afternoon 
they had captured the central 
cable office, the Foreign and 
other Ministries and.the Central 
Police Station. They took over 
Radio Teheran and began broad- 
casting to the nation. 


Listeners In the outer world 
got thelr first news of the coup 
from these dramatle broadcasts. 
A series of exclied radio an- 
nouncers told how area after 
area hod come under Royalist 
control. 


“QALM NOW REIGNS” 


Finally, Teheran Radio’ an- 
nounced In a French broadcast 
shortly after’7.30 p.m. GMT 
tonight that “calm now relgns in 
Teheran and the Army and 
Police have the situation firmly 
in hand.” : 

The Radio added that tho 
Shah would retum by air to 
Teheran, but ‘gave no indica- 
tion when he will begin his 
journey. 
~The Radlo announced later 
that oll political prisoners had 
been freed this evening. 

It owas learned — that 
Mossadegh tied = from 
residence under fire — from 
Zahed!'s tanks, The building 
had been fortified by a bunker- 
Uke structure bullt out of steel 
and conerete and bristling with 
maching guns,
